Herb Elliott, 20-year-old Australian, tonight won the most. 
fantastic mile race in history in a world record time of 
3 mins 54.5 seconds. 

It was a race in which the first five all clocked under four 
minutes. ; 

The first four in the race smashed the official world record 
for the mile. 

Elliott's time smashed Australian John Landy’s official world 
record of 3:58.00 by 3.5 seconds, and also knocked 2.7 
seconds off British runner Derek Ibbotson’s time of 
3:57.2, which is still awaiting ratification as a world 
best.
